Truman on Lookout 


Like the horseman who galloped 
off in all directions, President Tru-' 
man is sprinting both to and fro, in 
the vexatious price control rise. 

Just as the administration was 
girding to battle mounting’ living 
costs, prices sagged and now its 
economic experts are debating the 
need to don armor against deflation.

THE JANUARY QUOTA was cut 


-from 20,000 to 10,000 and the. Feb- 


ruary call, which had been set to 
take. 25, 000 to 30, 000 men, was low- 
ered to .5,000. 

The army stated simply that the 
proposed ‘budget for next year isn’t 
big.enough to build the 900,000-man 
army authorized by congress. 

The armed forces had asked for 
23 billion dollars for the fiscal year

fense spending. 

Of this total, 600 million dollars 
must be spent on stockpiling stra- 
tegic raw material. The balance of 
$14,400,000,000 will be split. among 
the armed forces, with the army 
expected to get about 5 billion dol- 
lars.

strength to 677,000 officers and men.

CORN GIVES CLUES TO NEXT 
YEAR’S FERTILIZER NEEDS 
The corn you harvested this fall can 
give some valuable tips for higher 
yields next year. Také a little time to 
examine the ears and you'll discover 
how well your corn was fed. 

If there’s a lot of nubbins with well 
filled kernels anda fair polish and 
luster, then your corn. was probably 
starving for nitrogen. The corn plant 
adjusts the size of the ear to the nit- 
rogen. available. 

Ears that are crooked because rows 
of kernels are not filled are signs that 


When phosphate is lacking, corn is 
slow in shooting. silks. The late silks 
do not catch any pollen ’so the kernels 
are not fertilized and fail to fill. 

Pointed, chaffy ears are sure hints 
that your corn could have used more 
potash. Without sufficient potash, the 
corn plant cannot fill the kernels, no 
matter how much nitrogen or phos- 
phate it can get. The plant needs pot- 
ash to manufacture the sugars, starch, 
‘and proteins to. pack into the kernels 
Without potash it cannot build the 
cellulose that makes up a large part 
of the cob, 

The knowledge, you get from ex- 
amining the ears, plus soil.‘tests will 
tell you the soil’s need for nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. The safest pre- 
ventive for shortages of plant food is 
good.soil management. That means a 
good rotation’ built around deep-root- 
ed legumes, liming, (if needed), the 
return ‘of crop leftovers to the soil, 
and the use of commercial fertilizer.
